FOUGHT THEM AND ESCAPED. 


ROBBERS CAME FROM WOODS AS 
HE WAS DRIVING TO TOWN. 


In Attempting to “Iven Matters” He 
Tries to Whip Hans Schwarz on 


an Old Score and the Police 
Interfered. 


Four men attacked and attempted to rob 
Julius Bischof of Belleville on a loneiy 
country road Tuesday night. He resisted 
effectively and by lashing his horse es- 
caped. Then he went to Belleville and tried 
to whip Hans Schwarz. A policeman pre- 
vented him. 

Mr. Bischoff had been to Georgetown and 
Was driving back toward Belleville in his 
open buggy about 8:30 o'clock. When about 
five miles from Belleville near Simon 
Baum’'s resort he saw four men in the 


road. Two of them, who were walking in 
advance of the others, stepped to the right 
side of the road. Mr. Bischoff was about 
10 greet them when the horse was stopped 
by the other two men, and the two at the 
side of the road ran in between the wheels 
and seized Mr. BLischof by the right 
shoulder and arm. 

“Give up all of your money,” 
them shid. 

Mr. Bischof had $55 In bills in his trousers 

ocket, but he did not want to part with 

t in that fashion. He was not armed, but 
he said: 

“If you fellows don’t turn me loose I'll 
Bhoot you.”’ 

No other word was epoken. The two 
gnen tried to drag Mr. Bischof from the 
seat. In the struggie Mr. Bischof was pull- 
ed off the seat, but he was able to sink 
jis knees to the “bed of the buggy and 
brace himself. 

While in this position, with the two men 
trying hard to pull him to the grount, Mr. 
Bischof managed to get the whip out of the 
socket. He gave the horse a smart cut 
and it plunged forward. 

The men at the horse's head lost their 
hold, but the two with whom Mr. Bischof 
Was struggling held to his shoulder and 
arm. Between the men pulling one way 
and the horse the other Mr. Bischof was 
dragged with his shoulder against the front 
wheel, but he was so well braced they 
could not get him out. The horse con- 
tinved to piunge and the hold of the rob-

The First Conflict Came in Selecting 
Members of the Committees from 
the Cooper County Double- 
Barreled Delegation.

FULTON, Mo., Aug. 2.—The antiShackle- 
ford forces won the first advantage in the 
many sided contest for the Democratic Con- 
gressional nomination in the Eighth Mis- 
sourit District this morning. The Congres- 
sional committee met at 10:30 o'clock and se-

Daniel is opposed to Shackleford, and 
Hickox, of course, is a Hazell man since 
they came from the same county. 

Senator Frank Farris of Crawford 
County arrived this morning with the Lee 
County delegation, He announced 
that hie father’s name wouid’ be presented 
to the convention as long as there wes a 
chance of his success. John W. Farris’ let- 
ter, releasing the Laclede County delegation 
from its obligation to vote for him is iovkKed 
upon here as a shrewd political moye.

Hazell figures that nobody can be nomi- 
nated unless either he or Shackieford with- 
draws.

here. They and their friends are quietly 
hoping that a deadlock may make the 
Genera!'s nomination expedient.

NEWPORT NPWS, Aug. 2.—Gov. Wood- 
fin of the Soldiers’ Home at 10 o’clock to- 
day gave out the following official state- 
ment: 

““No new cases of yellow fever; no deaths;

He Had Pains in His Head and His 
Friends Believe He Went Away 
in Some Sort of Mental 
Distress.

Robert Arrasmith and his 5-year-old 
daughter Daisy, who disappeared in St. 
Louis on June 1, have been found. Arra- 
smith was not murdered and Daisy was 
not abducted. They are both now at Rising 
Sun, Ind. 

They were located there Tuesday, just 
two months after their disappearance, by 
Morris Lewis of Ottawa, Ill. Arrasmith 
was Jiving on a farm owned by Lewis near 
Belleville when he disappeared. After the 
authorities and everybody else had given 


up the search as hopeless he continued it. 
There was the incentive that Arrasmith 
owed him money when he went away, but 
Mr. Lewis was actuated more by his inter- 
est in the man and a determination to 
know his fate. 

He learned that Arrasmith had some rel- 
atives at Rising Sun, Ind., and through the 
authorities of that place found out tnat 
he had opened a bicycle repair shop there, 
that he had the little girl with him and 
that a sister of his first wife was keeping 
house for him. 

Mr. Lewis, who is now in Belleville, has 
not decided what action he will take. 

With the mystery of the fate of Arra- 
smith and the child cleared away, the 
mystery of his motive in going away be- 
comes deeper than ever. A month before 
he disappeared he had been married to a 
prepossessing girl of Ottawa, Ill... and had 
taken ther to a new house he had built for 
her in the edge of the timber on the 
Lewis farm. His marriage to her enabled 
him to have his child Daisy by a former 
marriage with him, and he seemed to have 
every reason to be happy. 

The outlay attending his marriage had 
caused him to get a little behind in his 
accounts with Mr. Lewis, but the latter 
had no disposition to crowd him. 

Arrasmith had been promising his little 
— hter he would take her with him to 

t. 


care to. 

“Well, get Daisy ready then,” he said, 
“and I will take her.”’ 

He drove away from the house tn the 
edge of the timber with Daisy sitting be- 
side him on the seat of the wagon. He 
left the wagon in Belleville and went to 
St. Louls.” He did not return and nothin 
was heard of either he or the child until 
Tuesday. 

The team was fourd in Belleville and 
taken back to the farm. The deserted bride 
made several trips to St. Louis and after 
she had done all she could she waited with 
growing despair at the house in the edge 
of the timber. The days passed and he did 
not come and finally, with hove dead, she 
went back to her people at Ottawa. 

For some time before he disappeared Ar- 
rfsmith had been complaining of pains 
in his head. Those who knew him best at 
Belleville had unbounded confidence in him 
and some of these suggested that he may 
have gone away under mental distress and 
forgotten all about his wife.

Officers of the First Nebraska Explain

figures. A conservative estimate places the 
addition at $30,000,000. It-will probably be 
more and it may reach $80,000,000. This, 
added to the $165,800,850 total of the Board 
of Assessors, will give for the south*®town 
the full valuation of $195,000.00 at least, 
against the $69,639,370 returned. The west 
town total, closely estimkted from com- 
p.ete figures given out last night, will 
reach the $10,000,000 mark for assessed vaiu- 
ation. Last year Assessor Ryan found but 
$2,595,080 in personalty. 

But, striking as are the big totals—re- 
sulting both from the work of the Board of 
Assessors and the revisions by the Board 
of Review—they are completely over- 
shadowed by the leaps millionaire valua- 
tions are about to make. ‘Marshall Fie.d 
will head the list of blue book residents 
of the South Side with a total valuation 
of about $3,000,000. This will compel him to 
pay taxes on $500,000, instead of his schedule 
of $250,000.

LEADING DEMOCRATS SAID TO BE 
INVOLVED.

Senator Cockrell Wi.] Introduc2 a Res- 
olution When Congress Assem- 
bles That May Bring Facts 
to the Surface.

NEW YORK, Aug. 2.—‘If it had 
not been for Capt. Carter and Savannah 


Harbor and certain Democratic politicians 
in Onondaga County Augustus Van Wyck 
would be Governor to-day.” 

This remarkable declaration wags made by 
Joseph J. Wiliett, Presiaent of the Alabama 
Bar Association, At the Tammany Hall 
meeting on July 4 last, in the speech in 
which he siggested Augustus Van Wyck as 
a political candidate. 

That portion of Mr. Willett’s speech re- 
ferring to Capt. Carter was not given to 
the press at the time, but has received a 
semi-publicity through the Commercial 
Traveiers’ Association, which, having re- 
quested a copy of the speech becaueée of the 
attack on trusts which it contained, re- 
ceived a stenographic report embodying 
the reference to the Carter scandal. - The 
Trave.ers’ Association has distributed 
copies of the speech in full throughout the 
country. 

The Republican majority in Onondaga 
County last fall (7000) was a surprise even 
to Republicans, and had never received an 
adequate explanation until Mr. Willett’s 
hint led to an investigation on the lines 
which he indicated, 

lt is now declared that: the chief of the 
“certain Democratic politicians’’ in Onon- 
daga to whom Mr. Willett referred is 
John F. Gaynor, Democratic State Commit- 
teeman, and the party leader in Onondaga, 

Mr. Gaynor, it is alleged, entered into 
a deal with Senator Thomas C. Platt by 
which the defeat of Van Wyck, which was 
considered necessary by the Republicans 
for the safety of the people connected 
with the Erie Canal: frauds, was to be 
aided by those concerned in the protection 
of Capt. Carter. That Gaynor was 6us- 
pected of treachery is shown by the fact 
that ex-Senator Edward Murphy, a few 
days after election, at a meeting in the 
Hoffman House taxed him with the be- 
trayal of his party. 


That Senator Piatt has been faithful to 
some such pledge as is alleged—to protect 
Capt. Carter in the event that Onondaga 


went Republican—is shown in the fact that

Because of this charge. against Mr. Gay- 
nor United States Senator Cockrell of Mis- 
souri has announced that on the first day 
of the reassembling of Congress he will 
introduce a resolution calling for all the 
papers connected with the Carter case. 

Senator Cockre!l has received letterse from 
correspondents throughout the South In- 
quiring whether or not the portion of Mr. 
Willett’s speech referring to Capt. Carter 


was correct. The Senator has influence to 
keep the Genate from pigeon-holing his 
resolution, 


Mr. Amos Cummings of New York will, 
probabiy, introduce a similar resolution in 
the House. 

The friends of Capt. Carter are working 
with might and main to prevent a decision 
in the case before next December when 
the statute of limitations will apply to the 
charge of conspiracy of which he has been 


convicted. The partners of Capt. Carter 
in his big contracts, tncluding John F. 
Gaynor, B. green and divers other 


persons, are deeply interested in obtaining 
this delay. If the decision of the Presi- 
dent is given previous to the application of 
the statute of limitations the Government 
can sue to recover millions paid out to 
Capt. Carter's contracting company on his 
personal voucher. 

The entire Carter case, whether or not 
the President announces his decision pre- 
viously, will be given a thorough investi- 
gation by the next Congress. 

Capt. Orberlin M. Carter of the United 
States Army was found guilty of stealing 
and aiding in stealing upward of $1,600,000 
of the money of the people of the United 
States, That was nearly eighteen months 
ago. 

The court-marial which found him guilty 
was composed of these eminent officers, 
three of them Cariter’s intimate friends: 

The President vas Gen. E. S. Otis, now 
on duty as military commander in the Phil- 


ippines; Col. Jacob Kline, ‘"wenty-first In- 
antry; Lieut.-Col. Samuel M. Mansfield, 
Corps of Engineers; Lieut.-Col. Henry C.

These men examined not 
thefts and frauds, but only a part that 
was easiest and quickest to get at. They 
found the evidences of theft of more than 
$1,600,000 so clear, so unmistakable, that they 
sentenced Carter to dismissal from the 
army, to five vears’ imprisonment, to publi- 
cation of his disgrace in the papers of his 
native town for one year. The verdict of 
the court-marial was unanimous. 

Under the influence of Carter’s friends 
and of the men who were his accomplices 
and fellow-beneficiaries Mr. McKinley has 
been trying to find some plausible excuse 
for letting him off. He has sent the papers 
from lawyer to lawyer, trying to get from 
some one of them a technical reason for re- 
fusing to carry out the sentence of the 
court-martial.

| ED FOR STEALING OLD IRON. 


HIS SANITY IS QUESTIONED. 


For Many Years He Fought the Iron 
Mountain Road and Is an Odd

Riley, reputed to be worth $30,000, yet who 
is charged with the theft of o!d iron, valued 
at a few cents.

DISCORD IN THE CHORUS. 


A discordant note is heard in the cuckoo chorus. Senator 
Burrows of Michigan bluntly warns the Administration of the 
dangers attending the fire-and-fall-back war in the Philip- 
pines. : 

“Unless this war in the Philippines speedily ends,” he says, 
“it will become an important political factor, and its continu- 
ance will make the outlook for Republican success uncertain, 
to say the least.’’

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VACCINATION IN ENGLAND. 


For many years there has been a desultory fight against 
compulsory vaccination in England. It now appears.to have 
become an organized struggle, which is dividing public atten- 
tion with the battle between ritualism. and its opposite. 

The Board of Guardians of the important town of Leicester 
are just now posing as martyrs in the cause of anti-vaccina- 
tion, having decided to go to jail rather than comply with the 
order of the Government to appoint a vaccinating officer. 

Many other boards of guardians have taken stand against 
compu'sory vaccination, but in cases where they have decided 
not to prosecute persons refusing to be vaccinated, it has been 
found that the vaccinating officers, who are doctors, take the 
matter into their own hands and institute prosecutions. This 
still further augments the trouble, as these officers are ap- 
pointed by the guardians andin performing what they 
conceive to be their duty set at defiance the board by whose 
authority they hold office. ; 

It is a difficult situation to deal with and is the more re- 
markable in view of the fact that vaccination has been gen- 
erally accepted for years. There seems to be a popular re- 
action against the vaccine practice on both sides of the water. 
The people are throwing down some medical bugaboos. 
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To be at the mercy of a corrupt and incompetent Legisla- 
ture is bad enough, but when the work of such a body is ap- 
proved by a Governor elected to protect the State from venal 
and unjust legislation, the conditions are indeed deplorable. 

Is the Burrows interview a hint of what is coming? The 
Senator is one of the men of influence in his party. Is it 
likely that he would speak so plainly if a retrograde move- 
ment were not contemplated?
